DOUBLE GUARDS STATIONED AT THE

An Attack on the Austrian Embassy

Access to the palaces of the nobility is made 
extremely difficult, especially of the nobility 
known to adhere to the Vatican, and gal- 
leries of paintings and statuary that have 
been readily accessible to visitors are now 
surrounded with safeguards that are both 
novel and inconvenient. The military 
authorities have doubled the guards where 
arms and munitions are stored. 


PARIS PLOTTERS. 


FEARS OF BOMB-THROWING AT THE TRIAL OF 
RAVACHOL. 

Paris, April 25.—Much interest is manl- 
fested in the trial of the Anarchist Ravachol, 
whoischarged with having caused the ex- 
plosion at the residence of Judge Benolt, No. 
136 Boulevard 8st. Germain, who presided at 
the trial of Anarchists at the Zine Assizes, on 
April 28, 1891, and at the house corner Rue 
Chichy and the Rue De Bertin, the residence 
of M. Bulot, who. conducted the prosecution 
on that occasion. The trial is fixed for to- 
morrow, andthe demand for tickets of ad- 
mission to the court room has been very 
active. The desire tohear the proceedings 
has been somewhat dampened, however, by 
a statement that appeared yesterday 
that friends of Ravachol were  plot- 
ting to prevent any sentence the court 
might impose upon him from being carried 
out. It is not known what course the 
Anarchists will pursue, butit is feared that 
some of them mayin some way gain admis- 
sion to the court room and throw a bomb. 
Of course, it is hardly probabie that sucha 
thing could happen, but so many dynamite 

_outrages have beeh perpetaated in spite of all 
the precautions of the police thatthe public 
is willing to believe that the Anarchists will 
try any scheme, no matter how desperate, to 
prevent Ravachol from being punished. Itis 
certain that no judge is at all anxious to pre- 
side at the trial; as the Anarchists have 
threatened vengeance against the judge who 
sentences him. The indictment against 
Ravachol and bis accomplices isa long docu- 
ment. The introduction is as follows: 

‘*The Procureur-General to-the Paris Court of Ap- 

eal hereby states that by decree of Tuesday, April 
o 1892, the accusation chamber of the above-men- 
tioned court has handed over to the Zine Assizes 
Court, there to be judged in conformity to the law, 
the follow ing ps namely: 

1. Konigstein (Francois Claudius) called Rava- 
chol, who has also gone under the names of Leon 
Lefere, Roche and Richard Lorent, born at S¢ Cha- 
mond, OUct. 14, 1859, prosecuted at this mo- 
ment for another crime—in custody; 2 
Simon (Charlies Archille) ** Biscuit,’’ 
born at St. Jeanle Birnc, May 11, 1873, already 
convicted; in custody; & Joa Beaia (Joseph Marius) 
born at Firminv, April 15, 1856, never convicted, in 
custody; (4) Chaumertin (Charles Ferdinand) born 
at Vienna, Nov. 28, 1857. never convicted, in cus- 
tody; the girl Soubere (Rosalie) known as Mariette, 
born at St. Etienne, April 21, 1868, never convicted, 
in custody.’’ 

It then goes on torecite the history of the 
conspirators from April 28, 1891, giving in de- 
tail all the facts that Jed up to tye various 
@Mutrages in which the accused were impli- 
cated. 

The Eclair to-day publishes a letter, signed 
by a number of Ravachol’s friends, ad- 
dressed to the jurors who will sit in the case. 
‘Nhe letter appeals to the jurors to observe 
impartial fairness, and declares that Rava- 
chol’s acts of vengeance were justified by 
the criminal attitude of Judge Benoit and 
Public Prosecutor Bulot at the trial of the 
Olichy Anarchists. 

The Kclair also publishes the text of an 
Anarchist proclamation which has been se- 
cretly printed with a view to influencing the 
municipal elections, which will be held on 
May 1. This is a violent manifesto advo-

member,’’ the manifesto says, ‘‘that 
b going to the poll you _ imitate 
the sheep goingtotheshambles.

PREPARING FOR REVOLUTION.

Haytian Exiles Planning a Movement 
Against President Hippolyte. 


KINGSTON, Jamaica, April 25.—Steamships 
arriving here within the past few days from 
Hayti report that rumors of an impending 
revolution are again rife in the black re- 
public. President Hippolyte is said to be 
fully aware of the threatening state of affairs 
and is firmly determined to meet and stamp 
out the first sparks of rebellion that show 


themselves. Foralongtime there has been 
talk ofan uprising amongthe Haytian lead- 
ers whom sony Oe ype has exiled. It is said 
now, on the best authority, that it will 
shortly occur. Legitime has ogee f come 
into possession ofa large amount of money 
and will freely expend it to gratify his am- 
bition and satisfy his feelings of revenge. 
His agents are reported to be 
actively engaged securing arms and am- 
munition, enlisting men and fitting 
outa war vessel. The Haytian Government 
is maintaining a close watch and its soldiers 
are ready for any emergency. In Port-au- 
Prince 4,000 troops are stationed and a force 
of 2,000 extra men were recently drafted 
down from the North. 

An incident that occurred a few days ago at 
Port-au-Prince indicates the excitement and 
state of suspense of Hippolyte’s troops. The 
German man-of-war Nealtke steamed into 
the harbor unexpectedly. Immediately a 
call to arms was issued, under the impres- 
sion that the long-expected revolution had 
at length arrived. Thestreets swarmed with 
soldiers, and it was some time before the au- 
thorities found out their mistake and the 
city resumed a peaceful look. 

the Haytian officials are firm in their belief 
that the uprising is near at hand. 


THE TILDEN WILL, 


Peculiar Position in Which the Trustees 
Are Now Placed. 


New York, April 25.—The trustees of the 
Tilden millions have placed themselves in a 
pecullar position, arising from their desire to 
set aside a portion of the estate for the Tilden 
library. 

It will be remembered that when Tilden 
died, in August, 1886, his estate footed up 
$5,000,000. Of this $1,000,000 was leftin trust 
for the heirs and for various other purposes 
yet to be carried out. The balance of $4,000,000 
issaid by those who are familiar with the 
facts to now amount to $6,000,000, as the result 
of careful management of the estate, and in- 


cludes not only interest since the death of Mr. 
Tilden, but profits realized by the trustees, 
after allowing forthe great expenses of the 
legal contests. 

but forthe far-sighted policy ofthe trus- 
tees, by the Tilden trust for the establish- 
ment of a free library in New York would 
have been wiped out by the decision ofthe 
Court of Appeals. ‘The $6,000,000 now remain- 
ing would in thatevent have been divided 
among the heirs, instead of which there is 
now a clear surplus of $2,000,000 with which 
tocarry out Mr. Tilden’s wishes. This was 
effected by the trustees buying out the inter- 
est of one of the heirs, and thereby becoming 
parties in interest to the attack on the will. 

the heir whose interest was ek gi 
was Mrs. Laura Hazzard, who, it was an- 
nounced after the decision of the Court of Ap- 
peals, had relinquished $2,000,000 of her own 
tree will. That was notexactly so. Some 
five or six months before thé final decision, 
and when it was doubtful whether the heirs 
or the trustees would win, the latter opened 
negotiations with Mrs. Hazzard. Under the 
statute. if the will was broken, she would be 
entitled to one-half of the residuary estate. 
Being the sole heir of Mr. Tilden’s sister, she 
would receive the same amount as alithe 
other six combined—that is $3,000,000; but if it 
was sustained, of which there seemed to bea 
eee eet. she would get nothing, and 
would be out of pocket hershare of the ex- 
penses of the contest, 

Mrs. Hazzard was at first reluctant to sell 
out ber interest, but, after much delibera- 
tion, and under legal advice, offered to do so 
for $1,000,000. This the trustees thought too 
high, but they finally assented to that figure, 
and the money was paid to Mrs. Hazzard. 

By this movement the trustees have really 
placed themselves inthe attitude of parties 
in interest to the breaking of the wili they 
were constituted to defend.

Death of*Josiah Belden, a California 
Pioneer. 


NEW YORK, April 25.—Josiah Belden, a 
Californian pioneer, and an old resiaent of 
this city, died at his home, No.7 West 
Fifty-seventh street, on Saturday night at 
the age of 77 years. May 10, 1841, Mr. Bel- 
den and companions started for California 
with the first company of emigrants and 
pioneers that evercrossed the plains. The 
party consisted of sixty men and one 
woman, Mrs. Kelsey. About one-third of 


the company were Catholic missionaries go- 
ing out to labor among the Indians. After an 
arduous journey which occcpied six months, 
the company reached the Californian border, 
They arrivedat the journey’s end Noy. 1, 
1841, two years prior tto he entry of Gen. 
Fremont into California.

REVENGE SUPPOSED TO HAVE PROMPTED 
THE OUTRAGE, 


The Behring Sea Case Olosed—Silver Dis- 
cussed by an English Financier— A 
Disturbing Force in the Italian Cab- 
inet—Caprivi’s Vacation—A Formida- 
ble Weapon-—Foreign News. 


DUBLIN, April 25.—A flagrant outrage was 
perpetrated last evening at Edenberry, near 
Portadown, about ten miles from Armagh. 
Several miscreants, supposed to belong to an 
Orange lodge in that vicinity, attacked the 
chapelatatime when there was no chance 
forany one to protect it, and smashed the 
doors and windows. The priest at the time 
was officiating at evening service, and a vol- 
ley of stones was thrown through a window, 
one of them nearly striking his nose. An at- 
tempt was made to catch the scoundrels, but 
they succeeded in making their escape, cry- 
ing: ‘*‘Down with the Pope,’’ and other 
ribald remarks,evidently intended to lacerate 
the feelings of the worshipers. This is 
not the first time that outrages have been 
committed at this chapel. On several occa- 
sions within the past few months windows 
have been smashed and doors damaged. The 
trouble is said to have originated in an attack 
on an Orange procession, on the last anniver- 
sary of the battle of the Boyne, the Orange- 
men having been taken unawaresand terribly 
thrashed by a crowd armed with shillelahs. 
One of them was captured, it is said, and 
compelled to drink the Pope’s health. This 
is the one who is suspected of being the 
leader of the chapel outrages. 


BRITISH TOPICS. 


BEHRING SEA MATTERS—SILVER DISCUSSED BY 
A FINANCIER. 

LONDON, April 25.—The House of Commons 
resumed its session to-day upon the expira- 
tion of the adjournment for the Easter holli- 
days. In reply to a‘ question asked by Mr. 
James Bryce, the well-known author, Mr. J. 
W. Lowther, parliamentary secretary of the 
foreign office, stated that complete accord 
had been arrived at with the United States in 
regard to the Behring Sea modus vivendl. 
The convention, he said, had been signed at 
Washington, but the terms of the convention 
had not yet reached England. 

Mr. Lowther added that the Government 
was taking steps to consult Canada regarding 
the persons by whom Oanada wishes to be 
represented in the arbitration. The names 
of the British arbitrators have not yet been 
decided upon. A well-Known currency auth- 
ority, Ottoman Haupt, points out that al- 
mostall the great commercial nations are 
either wholly users of gold or sellers of sil- 
ver; that the opening of the continental 
mints tothe free coinage of silver is there- 
fore out of tHe question, and that 
no practical result can 
the suggested conference. He thinks 
that the free coinage of silver for private 
parties by the Indian mints might be sus- 
pended to pave the way for‘‘asort of Iimp- 
ing double standard,’’ suchas exists on the 
Continent, or, later on, even the adoption of 
regular gold currency in which silver might 
piay a certain part, though its circulation 
should not be increased. 

Queen Victoria’s visit to Coste Belle, 
France, has been brought toaclose. To-day, 
accompanied by the Prince and Prineess of 
Battenburg, her Majesty started for Darm- 
stadt, where she will visit the ducal family. 
It is said that she will meet at Darmstadt her 
daughter, Empress Frederick, and perhaps 
Emperor William,

MYSTERIOUSLY DISAPPEARED. 


District Attorney Bingham Has Dropped 
Out of Sight. 


WEsT CHESTER, Pa,, April 25,—District At- 
torney Edward Bingham of Chester County 
has disappeared and all efforts to find him 
have thus far proved of no avail. County 
Detectives Jeffries and a Philadelphia officer 
spent all last night trying to find him among 
his familiar haunts in that city, but the only 
trace of him since last Wednesday area lot 
of protested checks which are lying at the 
Farmers’ National Bankof Westchester. He 
was last seen at Harrisburg on the night — 
ceding the Republican State Convention last 
week, looking somewhat dejected, but per- 
fectly sober and rational.

LABOR NEWS. 


National Convention of Shirtmakers— 
Reforms Proposed. 

NEw YorK, April 25.—A national convention 
of shirtmakers, shirt cutters and laundry 
workers, the first ofits kind in this country, 
was held yestemday inthe Florence building 
at First street and Second avenue. Fifty 
delegates from the largest factories in the 
United States were present. A national 
organization was formed. It will be called 
the National Shirt Trade Association. 


The first convention of this new association 
will be held in Philadelphia on Sept. 4.Father 
James O, 8. Huntington was the principal 
speaker at the convention. Hesaid that he 
was strongly in favor oftrades unions. He 
advocated the formation of ‘‘boards of con- 
ciliation,’’ tobe composed of employers 
and employes for the urpose of 
adjusting disputes and avolding strikes 
and boycotts. Referringto his work in the 
tenement house districts ofthe eity, Father 
Huntington said that he had a plan by which 
he hoped the poor’ who lived in tenement 
houses would be able to bring to the atten- 
tion of the wealthy men and women of this 
city thelr exact condition. He said that he 
had made arrangementsto go with a large 
number of men and women who live in 
tenement houses to the homes of some of the 
wealthiest persons inthe city On Saturday, 
instead of waiting for the rich to visit the 
poorin their homes. ony wealthy persons 
were, he said, interested inthe scheme, 
which he believed would result in arousing 
the interest of those who are able to carry 
out some jiong cherished reforms in the con- 
struction of houses for poor people,

He would not 
advise that labor should submitto outrag- 
eous wrongs, whatever the sacrifice involved 
in resistance, but when a settiement by arbi- 
tration was possible such a settlement was to 
be greatly preferred to going ona strike.

John Mocre Shot His Wife and Bdward 
McClelland. 


HE ENDED THE TRIPLE TRAGEDY BY 
SUICIDE. 


Bunco Steerer O’Brien Has Been Sighted 
in Chicago—Fatal Results of a General 
Fight Among Carousers—Double Trag- 
edy in Alabama—Charged With Cattle 
Stealing—Brief Criminal News. 


DENNISON, O., April 26.—At 6:30 this morn- 
ing George Moore shot his wife, killing her 
instantly, shot Edward McClelland, a saloon- 
keeper, badly wounding him, and then fa- 
tally shot himself. Moore is employed by the 
Pan-handle Railway Company and works at 
night; McClelland is a saloon-keeper, and 
boarded at Moore's house.

Without saying a word he drewa 
revolver and shot her through the head, 
killing her instantly. He then ran into an 
adjoining room where McClelland was sieep- 
ing and fired two shots at him, one striking 
himinthe forehead. Moore then ran from 
the house tothe residence of his mother-in- 
law, near by, and shot himself through the 
head and is now dying.

Rev. Charles E. McDonnell Consecrated 
Bishop of Brooklyn. 


FIVE HUNDRED PRIESTS ASSIST IN THE 
CEREMONY. 


Archbishop Corrigan the Consecrator— 
Enormous Crowds Fill the Cathedral 
and Pack the Streets—A New Chime of 
Bells Ring Out Over the Grand Re- 
ligious Spectacle, 


New Yor«k, April 2%.—The new chimes. of 
St. Patrick Cathedral rang out this morning 
in honor of Brooklyn’s new Bishop, Mgr. 
Charles E. McDonnell, while an immense as- 
semblage of Catholics were massed in front 
of the edifice, slowly making its way into the 
interior, wherethe most imposing ceremo- 
nies of the church, the consecration of @ 
Bishop, were in progress. Prominent clergy- 
men and laymen from all parts of the country 
were there to participate inthe ceremonies, 
Long before 10 o’clock, the hour set for the 
beginning of the services, a squadof police- 
men were distributed around the block con- 
taining the cathedral, the Archbishop’s 
palace and the rectory. They had all tney 
could do to guard the different entrances, 
About 500 priests from this city, Brooklyn and 
neighboring dioceses met in the Orphan 
Asylum building on Madison avenue, and aft- 
er the secular priests had donned their sur- 
plices and berettas, and the regulars the 
habits of their orders, they marched two by 
two across the avenue and entered by the en- 
trance to the sacristy. The regular priests 
included the Jesuits, Redemptorists, Francis- 
cans, Oarmelites, Dominicans, Passionists, 
Lazarists and Benedictines. 

THE PROCESSION. 

Promptly at the appointed hour, 10 o’clock 
the procession of priests and bishops, headed 
by the cross-bearer, attended by acolytes, 
passed from the sacristy to the sanctuary.

These gentlemen took their pencils 
and little siips of paper and went down the 
aisles, the congregation remaining seated. 
Dr. Masden leaned on the pulpit, watching 
the tellers and announcing the names and 


eubscriptions as they were called out. 
MILLIONAIRES SUBSCRIBING. 
‘**John W. Kaufiman $500,’’ one of the tellers 


called. 
‘‘Mr., Kauffman gives $500,’’ repeated Dr. 


Masden, well pleased. 
‘‘'W.F. Niedringnaus $500,’’ another teller 


announced, 

‘¢‘Mr, W. F. Niedringhaus also gives $500,’’ 
said Dr. Masden, and the congregation 
stirred, gratified by the round, full sound 
of the large amount. 

*-¢2950 from Mr. L. B. Febbetts’’, Dr. Mas- 
den repeated, as the teller declared that 
gentieman’s subscription. 

Just then ex-Congressman Niedringhaus 
rose from his seat, went to the pew where E. 
QO. Stanard sat, and the two talkeda minute 
guietly. 

**G. W. Brown gives 250,’’ Mr. Brown him- 
self called. 

‘*J. B. Ulrich $250,’’ another teller an- 
nounced. Then there wasa pause of a few 
seconds, and ex-Congressman Niedring- 
haus nearly started the congregation to their 
feet. He rose inMr. Stanard’s pew and said 
with great earnestness: 

MR, NIEDRINGHAUS’ SPEECH. 

**Doctor, Idon’t think I can subscribe till 
Iunderstand you better. You say that inthe 
cities the rich are gettingricher and the 

poorer, andI think you are wrong en- 
tirely. Figures wilishow you that the con- 
dition of the poor* man is much 
better than it used to be, and 
under the present circumstances his 
wages are getting better every year. Be- 
sides, the workingman now can buy more 
with lis wages than he could twenty years 
and  buttonin up his Prince 
coat, as preparing for 
@ speech, the tin- plate manufacturer 
stepped out into the aisle where he would 
have more room for gesture. Dr. Masden 
took one rapid glance at the horrified congre.- 
gation, leaning forward in their seats and 
looking with dismay at the manufacturer,and 
then he rose to the situation. 

/*Mr. Niedringhaus,’’ said he, decidedly, 
béfore the ex-congressman could open his 
mouth again, ‘*this is neither 
the time nor the place for dis- 
cussing this question. The workingman 
was not intended to be included in my state- 
ment. He profits by the increase of wealth of 
those for whom he works.’’ 

**Well, I subscribe $250,’’said Mr. Niedring- 
haus, mollified this much, at least, and he 
returned to his pew. His drop from the 
$500 subscription of his brother, however, had 
a discouraging effect on the liberal spirit 
which had just begun to grow in the congre- 

tion. Mr. Stanard surprised many badly 

y giving only $100. George W. Parker gave 
$100, M. M. Buck $100, and then the subscrip- 
tion tapered off with small sums. 

DR. MASDEN’S STATEMENT. 

Mr. Niedringhaus’ interruption of the 
services has been discussed generally by the 
congregation to-day, and he has been 
-geverly criticised. 8. C. Buckingham, the 
treasurer of the church, called on the minis- 
ter this morning and discussed the maufactu- 
rer’s violation of the proprieties, and 
other visits of like intention 
have been madeto the pastor. Dr. Masden 
feels very sorry that the episode is being 
talked about, and when seen to-day was 
very anxious that no wrong impression 
should be made by anything published. ‘‘Mr. 
Niedringhaus simpiy misunderstood what I 
had said, that was all,’’ he said to-day. 
‘‘There was not the slightest ill- feeling about 
the matter. In fact,he called on me yesterday 
attended services, and we had a pleasant 
littie talk about the subject of the sermon. 
I based my sermon on figures entirely, and I 
showed that in New York the poor were prac- 
tically prevented from serving on juries, 
The law there is that no one can bea jJuryman 
who is not worth $250, and exciudes 70,000 
voters. Mr. Niedringhaus spoke only a 
minute andIreplied that that was not the 
time for arguing the question.

I was on the 
floor talking up the collection when Mr, 
Niedringhaus was speaking and I did not 
bearha:fhesaid. I was talking about it 
with somebody afterward and couldn’t 
recollect.’’ 

Treasurer Buckingham was seen just after 
bis return from his callon Mr. Masden, His 
face and manner were expressive of much 
annoyance. ‘‘Surely you are not going to 
publish anything about that,’’ said he.

BELIEVED TO BE SHAMMING. 


Another Alleged Attempt at Suicide by 
Harry Fitzhugh Lee. 

Harry Fitzhugh Lee, an alleged relative of 
the famous Virginia family of that name;4s 
said to have made another attempt to rid this 
world of his presence this morning. 


His efforts were futile, and 
it is strongly hinted, only a sham. At 5 
Mr. Townsend, who isa 
companion of Lee’s, summoned Dr. G. J. 
Herrmann, No. 805 Morgan street, to the 
Hotel Barnum. Tne doctor was informed 
that Lee had taken chloral with suicidal in- 
tent. Dr. Herrmann felt the pulse and ex- 
amined the man’s eyes for tell-tale symptoms 
of chloral, but no evidence of a dose 
wasfound. ‘‘I believe that you are sham- 
ming,’’ said the doctor. ‘*‘if you want to 
take yourlife why don’t you go out to the 
woods and shoot yourself, or why not try to 
walk across to East St. Louls without board- 
ing a boator going onthe bridge. You will 
meet death quickly enough.’’ Dr. Herrmgnn 
prescribed a dose for Lee that gave him a Sick 
stomach for the rest of the day. Lee told Dr, 
Herrmann Jaterin the morning that he took 
the chloral to settle his rum-shaken 
nerves and took an overdose by mistake. 


Not Gov. Lee’s Nephew. 
Wasninctor, D. C., April 25.—A short 
time ag&a dispatch was sent out under a St, 
Louis date to the effect that a nephew of 
Gen. Fitzhugh Lee, of Virginia, had at- 


tempted suicide in that city; that Lee had 
been a graduate of two Meeley Institutes, 
and ‘*would have given much If he had never 
tried the cure.’’ Mr, Worthington, Secre- 
tary of the Institute at Oak Crest, Md., 
wrote to Gov. Lee in reference to the matter, 
and has received a reply stating: ‘*I never 
hada nephew named Harry Lee, and know

An Assignment by the Martin Clothing 
’ Co. To-Day.

THE ASSETS OF THE FIRM PLACED AT 
$175,000. 


The Ghief Cause of the Failure Said to Be 
That the Firm Purchased More Goods 
Than They Could Dispose Of and Con- 
sequently Could Not Meet Their Obli- 
gations—Court Notes. 


The Martin Clothing Co. at 813 Washington 
avenue assigned to-day for the benefit of 
creditors. The assets are placed at $175,000. 
The deed of assignment was filed this morn- 
ing at 10 o’clock with the ' Recorder 
of Deeds and James P, Maginn 
isnamed as assignee, The deed is signed 
by John Martin, President of the Martin 
Clothing Co. The affidavit by Mr. Martin 
accompanying the deed sets forth that the 
property covered in the deed  con- 
ists of **stock of cloths, piece 
goods, trimmings, ready-made _ clothing, 
furnishing goods, and other merchandise, 
safe and fixtures, and other chattels now in 
the business warehouse of said company at 
817 Washington avenue; also promissory 
notes, debts, open accounts, choses in action, 
judgments, and some farming lands, allof 
the said property and estate assigned being 
of about the value of $175,000.’’ 

The doors of the establishment at 813 Wash- 
ington avenue were ciosed this morning at 
100’clock. When a Post-DIsPaTCH reporter 
called at the store, Mr. , P 
Campbell, one of the stockholders of the 
concern, was pacing nervously up and down 
the floor, and when asked what caused the 
assignment, said: 

_**Ldon’t Know anything about the affair. 
You will have toseethe assignee, James P. 
Magulre; ldon’t know anything; nothing at 
all, sir.?® 

Shortly after the noon hour Mr, Maguire ar- 
rived and commenced at once examining the 
affairs of the company. When asked 
what he knew of the failure, he replied: 

‘*‘IT only Know this. Iwas made the as- 
signee this morning, and as it was a sur- 
prise to me, and considering the fact that 
i have not been in the office but twoortbree 
hours, I know very little about the affairs 
of the business, The assignment, as set forth 
in the affidavit, is for the sum of $175,000. 

**lam not in possession of the figures nec- 
cessary in determining the exact amount of 
assets or liabilities, but I intend to ascertain 
the fact just as quick as possible.’’ 

‘*What caused the failure?’’ 

‘*The bouse bought very heavily last fall, 

and being unable to movethe stock Bs rap- 
idiy as was expected, and having enormous 
obligations to meet that were not looked for, 
the Comey of doors wasthe inevitable re- 
sult.’’ 
The Martin Clothing Co. was incorporated 
in December, 1887, for $100,000, with J. J. 
Campbell, John Martin and 8. C. Burns as 
the incorporators. Since that time the 
house has apparently done a large 
business, and was considered sound in a 
financial way. It is hardly probable that 
the presentcompany will resume business, 
as for some time past, attempts have been 
made to raise the money to meet the 
heavy bills that were due this 
spring, but being unable to do so, the 
assignment followed, The creditors are 
mostly firmsin the Kast, but their names could 
not be learned thisafternoon, About thirty 
men are thrown out of employmentiand the 
representatives of the house on the road 
were called in by wire this morning, 


To Construe Mrs. Pratte’s Will. 


Judge Valliant is engaged to-day hearing

BRUTALLY BEATEN. 


Joe Stine’s Attack on Mrs. Francis Ben- 
ton, an Aged Colored Woman. 

Joe Stine, alias ‘‘Diamond Dick,’’ a white 
man, 42 years of age, is locked up at the 
Fourth District Police Station, Tenth and 
North Market streets, for a brutal assault 
made at 2:15 o’clock this morning on Mrs.

Her story is 
that she wanted Stine to leave her 
house and thus brought on the quarrel. 
Stine claims that the quarrel began because 
he would not goout and get beer, and that 
the woman attacked him with an ax 
and forced him to defend himself. No 
ax, however, was found in the room 
to substantiate his statement. Mrs. Ben- 
ton is about 60 years old, but 
isa very powerful woman. The police say 
that she has been frequently arrested for dils- 
turbing the peace and give her an unenviabie 
reputation. They say that Stine has been a 
regular caller at Mrs, Benton’s house for 
some time past. *

Suspicious Ofeumatences Which Point to 
Wisdom/as the Murderer—His Alibi 
Knocked Ont-John Melley’s Dying 
Statement—John Vasey and Pat White 
Assaxlted Him, He Declares.

Edwayi A. Drexler, an eccentric, hermit- 
like soft of. character, ,well-known to the 
policeat one time as a vender of lottery 
tickess, was found dying, his skull crushed, 
just ¢ithin the threshhold of the loeked door 
of his little cigar, soda and boot-blacking 
establishment at No. 818 Pine street at 8 
o’dlock yesterday morning. By his 
side, almost in the blood which flowed 
from the awful wounds in his. head, 
sleyt his cat, a gray grimalkin, the sole com- 
pation of his solitude. At the foot of the bed 
but a few feet from the dying man was found 
en iron bar about 2 feet long, 1% inches wide 
and & an inch thick, the weapon with which 
Drexler’s head.and face had been battered 
into almost unrecognizable shape. The cov- 
erings of the bed were torn, as though a aes- 
perate struggle had taken place as Drexler 
arose to grapple with his un- 
known assailants in the night. The 
floor and walls of the little room were reek- 
ing with biood, showing that the murderous 
attack must have been a somewhat pro- 
tracted fight, and that Drexler must have re- 
sisted vigorously and been chased about his 
lonely quarters by the murderer or murder- 
ers, with the fron barinactive and deadly 
use allthe time. The appearance of the coal 
hole grating under the pavement in the front 
part of the place,from which the iron barand 
iron nut had been taken, allowing it to 
he opened, indicated that access had been 
gained through that aperture to Drexler’s 
room. Robbery is supposed to have been the 
object of the stealthy visit—robbery which de- 
veloped into murder as its victim awoke and 
resisted the robbers. 

DREXLER’S TWO BOOTBLACKS. 

Foran hour before the body of the dying 
man was discovered by a forcible en- 
trance into his abode, Charles Wis- 
dom, a negro bootblack employed by 
Prexler, bad saton the steps of the adjoin- 
ing house, making no effort to ascertain the 
cause of his employer not opening up the es- 
tablishment. Several customers of the place 
had stopped there, tried the door and gone 
away, but Wisdom still sat calmly at his 
chosen post, as though awaiting develop- 
ments. Throughthe front window of the 
place could be seen the body of the 
dying man within, but not until 
another colored bootblack em- 
ployed by Drexier, arrived shortly before 8 
o’clock and peered through this window, was 
that startling fact announced. Hill at once 
called Wm. Smith, foremanof Geiger’s livery 
stable, to the spot, and upon Smith’s also 
spying the motionless body within, the alarm 
was given to Officer James Lett on that beat. 
The door was broken open, and 
Drexler was found dying within as 
described, a dozen or more awful wounds on 
his head and face. The Central District Sta- 
tion was atonce notified, an ambulance and 
physicians summoned, and Capt.Wm. Young 
and Sergt. McNamee also reported at the 
scene of the murder. DrexAler was removed 
to the City Hospital unconscious. He died 
there at 11 o’clock yesterday morning with- 
out having uttered one word to throw light 
on the mystery of bis murder. 

WISDOM AND HILL AKRESTED. 

Wisdom and Hill, the two negro boot- 
blacks, were placed under arrest by De- 
tectives Schoppe and Danaher, both having 
remained gn the scene. Taken before Chief 
of Detectives Desmond at the Four Courts, 
the startling G@iscovery was made that Wis- 
dom’s face was fiecked with blood, 
as though «the blood had _ spattered 
there and dried upon the skin. 
The negro was closely pressed with 
questions by Chief Desmond and began, 
strangely and wildly, tu talk about how in- 
nocent men had been hanged for murders 
which they had never committed. He tried 
tothrow suspicion of Drexler’s Killing on 
Hill, hiscompanion. He stated that he had 
been employed only nine days before by 
Drexler, and said that all _  Satur- 
day night he had spent with 
his mistress, Ella Vaugh, at No. 1203 
Morgan street. This woman was at once 
brought over to the Four Courts and con- 
fronted with Wisdom, denied his story and 
declared that the last time she had seen him 
was on last Thursday. Wisdom has a bad 
police record, having served a term of two 

ears in the Penitentiary for robbing Real 
tstate Agent Chas H. Bailey of Seventh 
street of several hundred dollars’ worth of 
jewelry. 

Wisdom saia that on Saturday Drexler and 
Hill,the otherinegrojbootblack, had quarreled. 
Drexler, he said, had accused Hill of stealing 
Cigars froma boxin his establishment, had 
called him hard names, threatened to have 
him arrested, and also to break his head with 
@ poker. 

Hill also told a story of his whereabouts on 
Saturday night, which was promptly dis- 
proved. He stated that he had slept 
at the house of Mrs. Lilie Robertson. 
on Christy avenue, near Eleventh street. 
Mrs. Robertson was brought to the Four 
Courts, and denied Hiil’s story, stating that 
Hill was ather house about 7 o’clock Satur- 
day evening, but she had refused to allow 
him to remain, as he owed her $. Hill had 
been in Drexler’s employ only about 
ten days. He admitted that Drexler had, 
on Saturday, accused him of stealing cigars 
and threatened to have him arrested, bu 
denied that Drexler had cursed him or 
threatened to beat his head in with a poker. 
Hill isa bright looking mulatto, about 20 
years old. 

CIRCUMSTANTIAL EVIDENCE STRONG. 

Circumstantial evidence is strong against 
Wisdom. He told another story of his where- 
abouts on Saturday night which was also 
proved false. He stated that he had been in

THE MURDERED MAN. 

Drexler, the murdered myn, was about 40 
years old. He used tobe one ofthe largest 
pee of lottery tickets in this city and has 

requently been arrested on thatcharge. He’ 

was a partnerof George Leonard’sat one 
time in that business, but had a quarrel with 
Leonard and betrayed him to the police, 
swearing outa number of warrants against 
him. For several years past Drexler has 
lived the Hfe almostof a hermit, his only 
companion being the gray cat found at his 
side yesterday morning. 

The police believe that Wisdom is the guilty 
man, but that he had confederates in the 
crime. Several detectives are at work on the 
case. 

Drexler leaves property valued at about $8, - 
000. The safe in his place was unopened, 
buta red leather pocket-book said to have 
contained $500 in currency, which Drexler 
carried on his person,is missing. The public 
administrator wilitake charge of the mur- 
dered man’s effects. 

Wisdom and Hill, the two negroes held at 
the Four Courts, were seen this morning by 
a PosT-DISPATCH reporter. The difference in 
their manner is most noticeable. Wisdom, 
in telling his story, talks in a furtive and ap- 
prehensive way, is extremely suspicious of 
the drift of all questions, ana shows consid- 
erable cunning in dodging some parts of the 
circumstantial evidence in his replies to in- 
terrogations touching on those points. Hill 
talks very frankly, although he appears to be 
greatly depressed by his position. He does 
not seem very bright, and after telling his 
story sank back into a gloomy silence in con- 


preceded him in the interview. 
WISDOM’S STATEMENT. 

‘*‘T went on watch at Drexler’s at 7 
o’clock every morning and went off at 7 
o’clock every night,’’ said Wisdom, ‘‘and 
Hill worked: from 8 o’clock in the morning 
until 8 o’clock at night. That accounted for 
being first at the place yesterday. I knocked 
at the door as soon asI gotthere. Mr. Drex- 
ler usually let mein when I knocked, but as 
he did not aswer yesterday I sat down on the 
steps and waited. Then Hill came, and the 
finding of Mr. Drexler’s body followed.’’ 

Wisdom then told his storyof his where- 
abouts on Saturday night. He still Insists 
that he slept in a chair in the saloon at 
Twelfth street and Christy avenue from 
about 1o’clock a. m. until about 6:30 a. m. 
Sunday, and says that a negro, Teff, who had 
charge of the craps game knows that he 
slept there between those hours. The negro 
named denies this to the police, 
and others present in the saloon 
also destroy Wisdom’s mee to prove 
analibiinthat way. Wisdom this morning 
took an even more pronounced stand against 
Hillin his story. He says that hesaw Hill 
stealing cigars from Drexler’s stock and that 
Hill offered him one of thecigars. Drexler 
on Saturday accused Hill of the theft and said 
to him: 

‘*You were stealing from the United States 
Government when you broke open that box, 
and I will have you sent up for five years. 
I’ve a goo’ notion, too, to give youa good 
beating with this poker,’’ indicating a poker 
that then lay in the room. Wisdom admits 
having left the coal holetrap open on Satur- 
day afternoon, but says Hill knew as much 
about that ashe did, as Hillhad opened the 
trap earlierin the day, and was aiso there 
later Saturday afternoon. Wisdom stated 
that he had been working for Drex- 
ler just five days, having been 
employed by him on Tuesday 
of last week. Before that he was employed 
at the Cable Barber shop, from which he had 
been discharged for getting down latein the 
mornings. 

THE BLOOD ON WISDOM. 

‘‘How did you get blood on your clothes 
and face yesterday morning?’’ Wisdom was 
asked. 

‘‘There wasn’tno blood on my face,’’ ‘he 
answered confusedly, ‘‘and if there was any 
on my pants I don’t know how it got 
there. I didn’tsee thaton my face, which 
they said was blood. The police wouldn’t 
let me look into a looking-glass to see it. 
They washed it off before Il sawit. As forthe 
blood on my pants,I would say that Mr. 
Drexler gave me those pants only last 
Wednesday, and what may have been on 
them thenI don’t know. Ididn’t look. If I 
had known that this thing was going to 
happen, you bet I’d have looked. The police 
took those pants to-day and gave me this pair 
to wear. If they find that it is blood on 
them, I don’t know how it got there.’’ 

The blood on the trousers was in one big 
splotch on the front, as though it had 
spurted against the cloth in asudden stream. 
‘the pants were given this morning to Dr. 
Sullivan, the city chemist to bave the spot 
analyzedand so definitely determine if the 
stain was a blood Stain. 


HILL’S ACCOUNT OF HIMSELF. 

John Hill’s were this morning comes near 
establishing an alibi for him, as it has been 
ayvain investigated by the police. Hill states 
that he did not sleep in his usual room at 
Mrs. Lillie Robinson’s house at Eleventh and 
Christy avenue, butinthe kitchen, and that 
Lillie Robinson woke him at7o’clockin the 
morning. ‘ithe woman substantiates this 
story. Hill also states that he was never in 
Drexler’s bedroom, but that Wisdom, who 
always sweptout, was. Hill states that he 
knew Drexier carried money ina big pocket- 
book, butthat he never noticed the safe in 
the store. 

AN IMPORTANT WITNESS. 

At 12 0’clock to-day Detectives Lawler, Mc- 
Grath and O’Connell arrived at the Four 
Courts with an important witness, for whom 
they had been looking all forenoon. This was 
yohn Willard, colored, and Willard was 
wanted fortwoimportant reasons. The first 
was thathbe was knowntobe apal of Wis- 
dom’s, and the second was that he 
Was seen shortly after 2 o’clock Sunday 
morning in Burke’s saloon, only a tew doors 
from Drexler’s piace, drinking. This was 
about the hourat which Drexler was mur: 
dered, and the police belleved that this 
‘*pal’’ of Wisdom Knew what was goingon 
in Drexier’s place as he stood drinking at 
Burke’s bar, and thathe was then waiting 
for Wisdom to come out. Willard was 
confused in his story, but persisted that he 
knew nothing about Wisdom’s whereabouts 
at that hour, or about the murder. But he 
made one statement that contradicted Wis- 
dom’s story onan important point. He said 
that he was at the saloon at Twelfth street 
and Ohristy avenue, where Wisdom claims 
tu have spent and that 
he saw Wisdom there shortly 
before 20’clock. As Willard himself must 
have left alsoabout tft time, and as he was 
seen shortly afterwards at the saloon, only 
about forty feet from the scene of the Drexler 
murder, the policemen believe that they have 
got definitely on a leading clew in the case. 

ANOTHER PIECE OF EVIDENCE. 

Another startling addition to the ev{dence 
against Wisdom was developed immediateiy 
after the telling of Willard’s story. City 
Ohemist T. O. Suilivan reported at the Four 
Courts the result of his microscopical and 
chemical analysis of the stains on Wisdom’s 
pants. He stated that the stains were hu- 
man blood stains, and that the blood causing 
them could have been on the cloth not lon.- 
ger than thirty-six hours. This report was 
a ‘‘clincher’’ in the evidence, andthe police 
are now certain that in Wisdom they have the 
murderer of Drexler. Wisdom was brought 
up to Chief Desmond’s office shortly after 12 
o’clock and subjected toarigid cross-ques- 
tioning, being confronted with the new evi- 
dence of John Willard’s story and Chemist 
Sullivan’s official report. 

John Willard was held atthe Four Courts 
and was recalled into Chief Desmond’s office 
later to-day. This second cross-examination 
brought out another strong contra- 
diction of Wisdom’s _ story. Willard 
insisted that he last saw Wisdom just before 
2 o’clock at the ‘‘crap game’’ at 1 welfth and 
Christy avenue, that afterwards he went 
down to Sixth and Spruce streets, from thence 
to Burks’ saioon on Pine between Bighth 
and Ninth Streets, at the alley a 
few doors from the scene of 
the murder, and that he then took the owl 
car on the Pine street electric line. The next 
time he saw Willard stated, was 
when he saw t the Four Courts 
to-day. Immediately following this statement 
Wisdom was brought into Chief *s 
office, and asked when he had last seen Wil- 
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further developments in the case. T 
police belive that Wisdom returned to the 
gceneé of the tragedy purposely to avert sus- 
picion, and they state that Wisdom’s police 
record in his theft of Mr. Bailey’s diamonds, 
for which he served his Penitentiary term, 
marked himas a cool and ‘‘nervy’’ crim- 
inal. He was arrested in Memphis, 
Tenn., and brought back by Detective 
Archambeault for that theft, and Archam- 
beault stated this morning that Wisdom had 

ven him lots of trouble on the trip, and 
hat he considered him one of the most dan- 
gerous hegro criminals in St. Louis. 

FOUND DREXLER’S POCKET-BOOK. 

Late this afternoon the police in searching 
Drexler’s store, found under the cigar 
case, his pocket-book containing $84, which 
was thought to have been stolen by the 
men who murdered him. It was known 
that Drexler had some money saved 
and when none was found 
the murder was supposed to have 
been done for purposes of robbery but the 
finding of the pocketbook changes the first 
phase of the case. 


THE MELLEY CUTTING. 


The Wounded Man's Identification of 
Vasey and White—Their Statements. 

John Melley, a steamboat cook, known on 
the river as ‘‘Cincinnati Red,’’ was assaulted 
by three men on the Levee, near the foot of 
Chestnut street, about 3 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon, and dangerously stabbed by one 
ofthem. The wounded man was removed in 
an ambulance to the City Dispensary, where 


an exgmination of his wounds showed that 
he had received a cut intheleft breast over 
the heart, anuther cut inthe left side which 
penetrated to the abdominal cavity, anda 
third cut on the right side of the head. The 
man bled profusely from a severed artery 
and was supposed to be in a 
dying condition when he reached the hos- 
pital. He recovered consciousness, however, 
and said that his assailants were three men 
with whom he had hada quarrel in a club- 
room on Third street and Clark avenue an 
hour or so before the cutting affray. They foi- 
lowed him to the St. Paul saloon on the 
Levee, between Pine and Chestnut streets, 
and he again met them in a vacant lot 
where alot of men were playing craps. The 
uarrel was resumed there, and when he left 
the crowd, three of them followed him and 
before be could defend himself they all 
umped on him andhit him. One of them 
daknifeandcut him. In the scuffle be- 
tween them some small change amounting to 
about 85 cents fell out of his pocket and one 
of the men picked up the money. 

In the meantime Sergt. Lyons and Officer 
Tebeau had arrested several men on suspl- 
cion of being Melley’s assailants, and they 
were now brought to Melley’s bedside. 

TWO OF THEM IDENTIFIED. 

The injured man at first seemed unable to 
identify any of the men, but afterwards de- 
cided that Patrick White and John Vasey 
were two of his assailants, and that Vasey 
was the man that had the knife. Still later 
in the evening, when he was given up by the 
doctors, Melley’s ante-mortem statement of 
the affair was taken, and in that he again 
stated that Vasey cut him and that White 
struck him with his fists. They did not at- 
tempt torob him, but picked up his money 
after it had fallen out of his pocket. 

Patrick White and John Vasey both clsim 
that the first they knew of the assault on 
Melley was when they were arrested for the 
assault along with several other men in the 
rear of a barber shop on the northeast corner 
of Second and Spruce streets. They were 
playing traps at the time the officers raided 
ete pg were there when the cutting oc- 
curred. 


WHITE DENIES IT. 

**Melley was not there while I wasfthere,’’ 
said White when questioned by a PosT-DISs- 
PATCH reporter this morning, ‘‘andasfora 
quarrel, no quarrel occurred. I had been 
playing about three-quarters of an hour 
when the officers came. I supposed we were 
being arrested for playing craps. Iknew 
Melley by sight, but had no acquaintance 
with him anu did not see him at all yester- 
day until taken to the hospital. At first 
Melley wouldn’t identify us. ‘I don’t want 
to identify them,’ he said, andthen after he 
was asked the question again he said ‘yes, 
they’re the ones.’ Inever had any trouble 
with this manin mylifeand only met him 
once ortwice. I was playing craps back of 
that barber shop whenthe cutting occurred. 
Idon’t carry aknife, and didn’t have one 
yesterday.’’ 

White isatall, slender, red-headed young 
fellow with an intelligent face. He worea 
colored woolen shirtand was in his shirt 
sleeves, He said that he was 23 years old and 
that he was born and raised in St. Louts. He 
wenttothe public schools whena boy and 
used to stem tobaccoin Liggett & Myer’s to- 
bacco factory. For several years, however; 
he had been working asa deck hand onthe 
river andas a roustabout onthelevee. His 
father was dead, and he lived with his mother 
on Spruce between Main street and the Levee, 
He was not at tne 8t. Paul saloon yesterday, 
norattheclub room on Clark avenue and 
Third street and played craps nowhere except 
where he was arrested. 

VASEY’S STATEMENT. 

Vasey has more the appearance and man- 
ners of a hoodlum than White has, but was 
better dressed this morning. Hewas smok- 
ing a Cigarette when called out of his cell and 
had his hat pulled down over his eyes. 

‘*‘I can prove,’’ said he withan alirof defi- 
ance, ‘‘thatl was shooting diceinthe hall- 
way where they arrested me, two hours be- 
fore they took mein, and that was before 4 
o’clock,. I don’t even know Melley and 
never saw him in my life until they took me 
to the hospital. He said Iwas the one who 
cut him, but he didn’t say sountil the de- 
tectives talked to him. Atfirst he said he 
thought it was me, but wasn’t sure, and 
after they talked to methen he was pretty 
sure thatI wasthe man. I had no Knife with 
me yesterday, and had notrouble whatever 
withanyone. l1was not in any club-houseon 
Ciark aveygue, or in the St. Paul saloon on 
the Leved, nor did I shoot dice on any 
lot or in any yard, nowhere except in the hall- 
way back ofthe barbershop on the northeast 
corner of Second and Spruce streets. I was 
never arrested before for cutting any one, 
though 1 have been arrested before. I was 
arrested twice under the eighth clause 
(vagrancy), but they let me off. The last time I 
was arrested I had been loafing only two 
days. I work on the river. I gotin onthe 
Jay Gould, a tow-boat, last Thursday and be- 
fore that was on the Norton. I have been 
working for that company off and on for four 
or five years.’’ 

Vasey said that he was 22 years old and was 
born and raised in St. Louis. His father was 
dead and his mother lived at 715 South Fourth 
street. He a single man and worked asa 
laborer on the Levee, Inthecrap game yes- 
terday he lostabout a dollar, but made no 
fuss about itand no quarrel at all occurred 
during the two hours he was there. 

Henry Stein snd Henry Thorpe of 313 South 
Main street saw the stabbing and corrobor- 
ate Melley’s story that three men jumped on 
him, but they were unable to identify White 
and Vasey as the men who did the cutting. 

- Jack and Alf Dolan and Frank White were 
the men arrested with Pat White and John 
Vasey.. They were sentto the Police Court 
this morningona charge of playing cfaps 
but the officers had no evidence against them 
and their cases were nollie prosed. 

MELLEY’S ANTE-MORTEM STATEMENT. 

The ante-mortem statement of veer or

Chances Strongly in Favor of the Anti- 
Noonan Delegation. 


BOTH SIDES CONFIDENT AND READY FOR 
THE. BATTLE. 


Noonanites and Anti-Noonanites Skir- 
mishing in all Quarters of the city— 
Lieut.-Gov. Claycomb Visits the Anti- 
Dalton Headquarters—Democrats and 
Republicans in St. Louis County Hold 
Conventions—General Political News. 


The leaders of both factions of the local 
Democracy are now engaged making their 
calculations on Wednesday’s big struggle.

The prospects for the growing crops have mate- 
rially improved in Holland and Be! gium.

The withdrawals from store for shipment Saturday 
were 1,501 bu wheat and 81,726 bu corn to railroads 
and 12,237 bu corn to river. 

A dispatch from Riga says there are about 3,200,-

The crop outiook in Belgium is in general fairly 
satisfactory, but in several localities the frozen wheat 
tlelds have had to be reseeded.

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WEEDING OUT FOREIGNERS. 


American Citizens Alone Eligible to Navy 
Department Positions. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., April 2.—There is 
patriotism in the office of the Secretary of the 
Navy. That official has declared that none 
but American citizens shall be appointed 
to places in the civil forces at the different 
navy yards and the foreign-born men who 
have found places in the Governmental Insti- 
tutions within the control of the Navy De- 
partment must either become naturalized or 
declare their intention of taking out papers. 


The determination of the Secretary grew 
out of an interesting incident that happened 
at the New York Navy Yard. Naval Con- 
structor Fernald, in charge.of the construc. 
tion department ofthat yard, recently rec- 
ommended the appointment of § threes 
draughtsmen, who seemed to fill the require- 
ments of the service, and they were approved 
by the Secretary. One of the three men 
appointed on Mr. Fernald’s recommendation 
was an Englishman. His name was Arthur 
Masters and he had been in this country only 
alittle over a year. .The President of the 
Association of American Draughtsmen, who 
resides inthis city, brought the matter to 
the attention of Mr. Tracy, who 
directed that an inquiry be made. It wa 
found that Mr. Masters was not acitizen o 
the United States, and the officials at the 
New York yard was told to secure the resig.- 
nation of Mr. Masters. If he refused to re. 
Sign, they were ordered to discharge him 
immediately. t 
An order nas gone out generally to the effec 

that employes at the navy yard must be citi- 
zens of this se mgng In the case of those 
who are already in the service and who have 
not become citizens, it is likely that they will 
be allowed time to take steps towards natur- 
alization. There area number of foreigners 
inthe civil forces at navy yards, and the 
order therefore has a very gene 
interest. There have been cases where for- 
eigners have been taken on where there were 
Americans awaiting work, but this was not 
known at the Navy Department. The 
draughtsmen at the New York and Norfolk 
Navy Yards are Swedes, and one employe at
